To make Texas a state in the

Because Sam Houston didn't 
win immediately, life in Texas 
was thrown back by half a cen- 
tury. In the biggest war that had 
even been fought up to that time, 
the blood of her sons watered the

Texas, but for stagnation, eco- 
nomic decline and two genera- 
t life, fewer 
schools and poorer ones, wasted 
resources, retardation of industry 
and all the other things that 
Texas didn’t want. 

Sam Houston died in 1863 
twenty-two days after Vicksburg 
and Gettysburg had turned the 
scales of the war. So Texas stayed
